The radical action of the » ^Hy au­ 
thorities has stirred up all , >.rties 
who are interested in the future of the 
street railway system, and some posi­ 
tive action regarding compliance with 
the requirements of the franchise un­ 
der which the railway is operated 
will be determined within the next 
forty-eight hours. 
A number of gentlemen who have

led up to Saturday morning*s climax, 
when a force of thirty or forty men. 
under Street Commissioner Zoll, tore 
up the rails and ties from Ohio to 
Lamine streets and carted the ma­ 
terial away, the job requiring about 
five hours.

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OUR PUBLIC UTILITIES. 
A great and growing city like Sc- 
dalia should have little trouble with 
her public utilities. These various in­ 
dustries will pay , 
and 
pay well, if 
properly equipped 
and wisely man­ 


aged. 
A street car sy stem that will ac­ 
commodate the people of Sedalia by 
giving quick and reliable service will 
pay good returns on the money In­ 
vested. 


A light and power plant properly 
equipped to take care of the business 
offered will pay a good profit. There 
are thousands of people who need this 
service and are able to pay for it. 
If Sedalia had no waterworks sy stem 


at all there would be a rush among 
capitalists to see who could secure 
the valuable franchise, and the com­ 
pany that secured it could make mon­ 
ey if wise business 
methods were 


pursued. 


The gentlemen who now hold the 
franchises for these utilities, as 'well 
as the people of Sedalia, should under­ 
stand this. 
Sedalia is not a village. 
We have more than 
20,000 people 
here now and will have five thousand 
more twelve months hence. 


If these public utility franchises, 
had not been given away y ears ago, 
there would be a demand for them 
right now by men ready and willing 
to put in first class plants and give 
first class service. 
The trouble has been that we have 
waited, and waited, and waited for a 
proposed consolidation and sale of all 
of these utilities—a consumation thac 
might or might not be advantageous 
to the city in the future, but one 
■which certainly involves the invest­ 
ment of a sum of money so vast it is 
hard to find. 
If the city authorities had at all 
times insisted upon strict compliance 
with every contract, our public utili­ 
ties would today be in good shape, 
even though they might not be un­ 
der the present ownership. 
The Democrat believes these utili­ 
ties can be y et sold to companies that 
will equip them and put them in con­ 
dition to perform their proper func­ 
tions. 
Certainly the city has no desire to 
merely annoy and harass any public 
service corporation. 
That 
has not 
been the history of Sedalia. 
On the 
other hand, our mistakes have all 
been on the other extreme, that of 


being too lenient. 
Let it be the policy from now on 
that every contract made with the 
city must be carried out to the letter, 
and that deliberate failure to properly 
do the work for which a franchise has 
been grafted will result in the promo: 
forfeiture of the privilege that has 


been given. 
Sedalia has too much at stake in 
this m atter to make any more mis­ 
takes or waste any more time. 
Let’s 
leam a lesson 
from 
the past and 
from it make sure as to future service. 


The desire to secure 
social 
dis­ 
tinction has led a multitude of men 
and women to disregard their higher 
interest in order to cpnform to cus­ 
toms sanctioned by the exclusive set. 
If, say s an exchange, the teachings 
of Christ can be accepted as a rule 
of conduct—and what Christian can 
deny that they are the only rule—how 
can the Christian justify a lavish ex­ 


penditure on fashionable dress and 
extravagant entertainment when the 
money is sorely needed to help the 
poor, the sick and 
the distressed? 
There is no more stony ground upon 
which the words of truth can fall than 
that furnished by the heart of one 
who makes social distinction the aim 
o t life. 
All of the pure and tender 
emotions are stifled by the selfishness 
of a life devoted to personal display 
and social success. 


The following plan of dealing with 
tramps, if 
inaugurated 
in Sedalia, 
might result in decreasing criminal 
costs in this county . 
An exchange 
say s: 
“Massachusetts 
has adopted 
regulations which, if enforced, will 
cure the tramp evil. 
All towns and 
cities are to provide lotlging houses 
where tramps may secure lodging ami 
meals after having done a specified 
amount of work as pay for the accom­ 
modations furnished by the state. 
It 
is also made inctimbent on his traiiip- 
ship that he bathe before eating or 
securing a bed at the state lodging 
house. 
This plan will work as will 
be demonstrated 
in 
Massachusetts. 
The people will be instructed not lo 
feed the hoboes and this will be read­ 
ily complied with when it is known 
that the municipality will supply the 
Weary Willies with food and shelter 
when they have paid for it with labor. 
Such a regulation would work a revo­ 
lution in the tramp nuisance. 
There 
would be no tramps in the sense in 
which we now know them. 
If sue i 
a law were in force, none but the un­ 
fortunate would be on the road and

THE MOST VICIOUS. 


Tornado Has Cy clone Beaten a 
Country Block . 


PROF. GEORGE REEDER’S SAY 


Educator In the Missouri State Uni­ 


versity writes On a Topic That 


Is of Interest. 


Several w eeks 
ago 
th e Columbia 
H erald received a letter from W est­ 
ern K ansas in wh ich th e w riter sta t­ 
ed tl\at h e contem plated moving h is 
fam ily h ere because h e h ad h eard th at 
Columbia lay outside 
th e 
‘‘cy clone 
belt.” 
George Reeder, director of th e Mis­ 
souri section of th e w eath er bureau, 
sm iled wh en h e h eard th e statem ent. 
“Th e public confuses th e cy clone with 
th e tornado,” h e said. 
“Th e cy clone 
—a useful and often h arm less storm 
—is blam ed for th e h avoc done by th e 
tornado.” 
in ex plaining th e scientific differ­ 
ence betw een 
th e 
two Mr. Reeder 
said: “Tornadoes are th e product of 
th e W est and South . 
No state ly ing 
betw een th e Rocky 
m ountains and 
south of th e Oh io is ex em pt from an 
occasional visit of a tornado. 
Th ey 
may not occur in any one locality in 
a generation, 
but 
th e atm osph eric 
conditions are occasionally favorable 
for th is form ation alm ost every spring 
and sum m er. 
“W h ile th e cy clone is not th e di­ 
rect cause of th e tornado, th e latter 
nearly alw ay s develops in th e east 
q uadrant of a cy clonic area. 
Th e tor­ 
nado, h owever, is a very rare storm ; 
it does not occur as often as general­ 
ly reported. 
Usually wh en a h ouse is 
unroofed, or a ch im ney blown down, 
it is reported to be th e work of a tor­ 
nado, wh ile in reality noth ing more 
th an th e out rush ing sq uall of a th un­ 
derstorm h as 
crossed 
th e country . 
Th e tornado is known by its funmd 
sh aped cloud. 
It is th e m ost vicious 
storm known, and m akes no pretens*/ 
about dem olish ing a h ouse, but does 
if instantly and very often turns th e 
structure into m atch wood. Th e m igh ti­ 
est structure of m an can not w ith ­ 
stand th e forces let loose in a well de­ 
veloped tornado. 
“Tornadoes do not occur any often- 
er now th an th ey did one h undred 
vf ars ago. 
Th e new s-gath ering agen­ 
cies are b etter 
now. 
Cy clones, on 
th e oth er h and, h ave a bad reputation 
owing to association. 
Instead of be­ 
ing dangerous and destructive th ey 
are beneficial to m ankind and are th e 
ch ief sources of our rains and snows. 
W ith out cy clones th a t move across 
M issouri usually from w est to east, 
every th ree to six day s, we w’oiild 
h ave no crops, and instead of th e state 
th at we now h ave, th ere would be a 
)arren w aste. Cy clones usually cover 
a large ex tent of territory —th ey are 
often one th ousand m iles in diam eter, 
vh ile th e tornado is not as m uch as 
a h undred feet in diam eter.

As the dog played a large automo­ 
b ile came along the road and stopped 
directly in front of Mr. Bolte’s home.

SIG N A LS U NDER TH E SEA. 


^ Many Boats Are Now Being Equipped 
with the Apparatus. 
References have been made hereto­ 
fore to the new system of submarine 
signaling through the water and the 
announcement is now* made that a 
very considerable interest 
in 
the 
company has been secured by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., says the Philadelphia 
Record. 
Vessels equipped with the company's 
receivers can detect and announce the 
tolling of bells at a distance of five 
j miles and occasionally ten miles, and 
also determine the exact 
direction 
from w’hich the 
sound 
comes, the 
transmitter carrying the wave sounds 
direct to the pilot bouse. Mr. Morgan 
has found the patents successful on 
his yacht Corsair. 
The signals consist of 
submerged 
bells to be used in connection with 
light houses and lightships at danger­ 
ous points of navigation. 
The com­ 
pany’s receivers can hear and locate 
the sound of these bells at a distance 
of from five to ten miles and thus 
guard from or w’arn a vessel of Im­ 
pending peril. The bells are now be­ 
ing used at various points along the 
Atlantic coast. 
The North German 
Lloyd, Hamburg-American transatlan­ 
tic© lines and the Metropolitan line to 
Boston are equipped with the receiv­ 
ers.

tread . 
But two gold

the vice presid en t. On e hun d red an d 
twen ty were mad e in bron ze an d d is­ 
tributed amon g the in augural commit­ 
tee. 
.Mr. Wein man has recen tly complet­ 
ed an other importan t commission . It 
is the St. Louis exposition med al of 
award s. Although It is n early a year 
sin ce the exposition closed , those who 
took award s are on ly n ow receivin g 
their prizes.
